Scores of people from this dis- 
trict will be in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum tonight to hear Gov. Alf 
Landon in his onty California ad- 
dress in the national political cam- 
paign. 

A special Pacific Electric train 
will carry 40 persons from the Up- 
land station direct to the Coliseum. 
Scores of automobiles will also go 
from here, carrying politically-in-/| 
terested persons. 

Nearly 300 persons were at the 
Santa Fe station at noon hopeful 
Gov. Landon would make a plat- 
form bow as his special 10-car 
train went through here. The train 
slowed down but as the final car 
went by the station there was no 
one on the rear platform. The! 
train went through here at 12:25 
p.m. on its way to Pasadena. The 
Republican candidate was expect- 
ed to leave the train there and go 
by motor through the Crown city 
and on to Los Angeles. 

Program in the Coliseum is 
scheduled to start at 7 p.m., with 
Gov. Landon making his appear- 
ance at 8 p.m. His address will 
be broadcast. 

As the time approached for 
Landon’s special to go through 
here Upland and Ontario citizens 
began to center at the Santa Fe 
depot. Eagerly they waited ar-) 
rival of the train. The Santa Fe 
Chief preceded the candidate’s 
special. 

Most of the cars in the special 
train appeared to be fairly well 
occupied, a large corps of Re- 
publican campaign workers and 
political advisors accompanying 
the candidate on his hurried tour 
west.

Decision to sell or reject the 
bids received for purchase of the 
west 10 acres of the, city’s 20-acre 
ae grove is scheduled to be 

eached at the adjourned city coun- 
oil meeting Thursday night. Four 
bids were received for the prop- 





erty last Thursday, they being 
taken under advisement for a 
week. 


While it is understood the pur- 
chase figure is about what the of- 
ficials had expected for 10 acres, 
no bids were received for the east 
10 acres of the tract. It is not 
known if the council will sell one- 
half of the property without sell- 
ing the other portion. The grove 
is on Twenty-third street west of 
Mountain avenue. 

Proceeds from the grove sale 
may be used in construction of a 
new city hall or in development 
of a municipal park. A poll of 
local property owners is contem- 
plated to aid the council in decid- 
ing what improvement is favored. 
During the week’s delay in acting 
on offers for the property, close 
study is being given to the pro- 
posed improvement projects. If a 
city hall is constructed it is ex- 
pected the PWA will cooperate in 
providing 45 per cent of the total 
cost. 

A definite park program has 
not been formulated due to fail- 
ure of the WPA to proceed with 
the park program adopted early 
in 1935.

Chaffey district voters approv- 
ed the issuance of $195,000 in 
bonds for the building. These 
bonds will not be used unless ap- 
proval is given for the PWA to 
provide $185,000 toward the yuild- 
ing and its furnishings.
